Sin,—Mr T. ‘Arnold, Secretary ofthe 
Hongkong, Canton and Macae Steambust 
LCo., Limited, has. written to you. asking 
you to contradict 2s not inaccordance with 
fact the statement published by. you on 
the 13zh inst.-that he pleaded guilty tu un- 
lawfully taking dengerous gouds on board 
the Honan. : sae 

It.is ua well the public ahould know what 
the facta are, so that they may judge what 
weight may be attached to Me Arnold's 
‘Jotter. 

Tho charge was that Me Armold + aufaw- 
folly tuuk on board the Honem drogerovs 
goods as defined by Ordinance 4° of 
1873 while tho’ seid steamer was not 
within the limite 
geods anchorage.’ Mr Arnold pleaded 
guilty to this charge, and the depoaix 
tion of the Police Magistrate contaiua 
the word ‘admits’ after tho charge. Mr 
Arnold afterwards, made a statement to tha 
Magistrate, which waspublishedia tharepart 
of the cane, but henever withdrew his plea of 
guilty. Believing Mr Arnold wan acting 
in good faith the Magistrate imposed a 
nominal fino of $1. "Phe word: unlawfully 
was not deleted from the charge to which 
Mr Arnold pleeded guilty. In his letter 
he says, 'Thera was uo denying that six 
cases of kerosene were shipped on ‘board 
the Honom, ahd that much I admitted, 
but no more.”
